vention, have No Bounds zu the matter of Number aud Va- 
riety, ſo witÞ a reſpeit to the Quality of Theſe Extravagan- 
cies, tt worel dl be no leſs Fri volous, on the Ocher fide, to Encouns 
ter the Paſſions, aud the Dreams of the Mulrtitude with Forma» 
lities of Councel and Reaſon : for the Exceptions are too Many 
to be taken Severally to pieces, and they are too Trivial (even 
all together) to be warth the while of a Serious Thought.

wife) as Acceſſory after the Fact.

And that upon Monday laſt, the Mother of this Exami- 
nate fetched him from his Maſter home to her Lodgings, 
where ſhe told this Informant that his Father was dead, and 
he muſt help to carry him away ; ſhewing the Body (as 
it lay upon the Bed) to this Examinate ; who faid he 
would not help her, and ask'd her, why ſhe did ſuch a Thing ? 
W hereupon ſhe ſaid to this Examinate, as at other times, 
That ſhe was continually 1n fear of him, and asked this 
Examinate what ſhe ſhould do with him ; and hereupon 
this Examinate ofter'd to go away,but ſhe hindred him from 
going out, and then ſhe would have this Examinate help 
her to Quarter the Body, which this Examinate retulcd, 
and did not ſo much as touch it, but went away into the 


the next Room, his Mother ſaying ſhe world do it = ſelf 
then ; 
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then ; {o ſhe took a Knife, and afterwards brought the Head 
into t'other Room, where this Examinate was : Going back 
again, and cutting off the Legs, the Arms, and the Thighs, 
and bringing them into the 5th one after another ; this 
Examinate preſſing to be gone, but ſhe bad him ſtay, and 
not leave her alone. After this ſhe put the Body in a Rag, 
and tcok 1t up with her Peticoat, and, after ſeveral Refuſals 
to help, and to go along with her ; This Examinate went 
with her at laſt, ſhe ſaying ſhe was loth to go alone, upon 
which ſhe went away with the Body into Payker”s-Laxe,and 
there threw 1t behind a Dunghill.

Hat this Exzaminate was Narricd to Denis Hobry 
about four vears fince; and that after the Solemn 
Marriage of the Church, bn ff ne laid Denis Hybry, with 
Curles and Imprecations deny'd the ſaid Marriage, and 
and caſt all ſort. of Infamous Reproaches upon this Exami- 
nate : This being the occaſion of all his Outrages, becauſz 
this Examinate would not ſubmit to a compliance with him 
in Villanies contrary to Nature. Ia the miſerable Condi- 
tion above ſpoken of, this Examinate liy'd for the {pace of 
Three Months, under Beatings and Revilings, going every 
day 1n danger ot her Lite. 

This Examinate being brought to Deſperation by this 
miſerable Qfage, retir'd into a Private ( "<r'y -r, and left 
him, living very cloſe for a matter of Four Menths, when 
her ſail Husband going into France, ſhe appeared abroad 
again, and follow &d her Aﬀairs.

he could, to the wearing Cloaths and Necetlaries of this 
Examinate, Aſter Three Months ſtay, he retmned again, 
and upon the {ame Inſtances an4 Promiſes as beivre , 
this Ex2minate ſubmitted to accompany with him again : 
And this way of Lit: this Exaniinate led frem rigt..co time, 
till this laſt uohap;y Separation, her Hub. continuing 
in the ſame way itili,ot Leaving her,and Coming again,zand 
uſing her Ill.

The Husband of this Examinate returned out of Fraxce, 
and came to this Informant's Lodgings about three Weeks 
ſince, when this Informant received him after the follow- 
ing manner, ſaying to him, Hobry, you are welcome, and 
pray will you change your courſe of Life now, that we may live 
Comfortably together. Tes ((aith he) «pon condition you will 
put me in Cloaths, and furniſh me with what I want. (He ha- 
ving got Money in Fraxce, and ſpent it to the laſt Farthing,) 
This Informant told him ſhe could not ſupply him at that 
Rate, for Times were hard, and ſhe had much ado to Live 
and pay Honeſt Debts. This Examinate's Husbands replying 
to this efteCt ; 1f 7ou do not do as T ſay, T will be a worſe Husband 
to you than ever I was, This Examinate told him ſhe did 
not know what ſhe {ſhould do with him, for his Barbarous 
Ufages had made her Mad. And his way was, fo often 
as he asked any thing of this Informant that ſhe could not 


ſupply 
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ſupply him with, he would abuſe her, and fay he would 

make her repent of it. And this Examinate hath been told by 

one7ard,that herHusband faid in his hearing, Thar he would 

be the Deſtruction of her. This was the Courſe of Life this 

Examinate led, till this Thurſdsy laſt was Sennizht ; upon 

which day this Examinate had no Thought of otkring any 

Violence to her Husband, but went to Bed about her uſual 

hour, Ten a Clock, leaving the Fore-door open tor him 

when he ſhould come home. 

Abourt Five in the Morning, the Husband of this Ezami- 
nate came 1n, outragioufly in Choler, and more than half 
Drunk. This Examinate was a-lleep, till her Husband 
Wak'd her with a heavy Blow with his Fiſt upon her Sto- 
mach, and ſaid to her, What ! you are Drunk ? This Exa- 
minate Anſwering, No; you are Drunk, you'd never come 
home at Five a Clock tn the Morning elſe ;, you have been among 
baſe Company. He made this Anſwer, 1 have been amons 
Bougres and Rogues, that have mide me Maa, and you ſhall 
pay fot 5 whereupon he gave this Examinare another 
violent Blow upon the Breaſt : With That,this Examinate 
turn'd from him, and fell a weeping. And this Examinate 
declarcth in the Preſence of Almighty Cod, That ſhe had 
not as yet any Purpoſe or Thoughts of attempting upon 
his Lite. 

While this Examinate was weeping, her Husband took 
her in his Arms and Preſs'd her fo har.i, that ſhe coulc not 
fetch her Breath, and that the Blood ftarted out of her 
Mouth. Immediately upon this, he attempted the Forcing 
of this Examinate to the molt Unratural of Villanies, and 
acted ſuch a Violence upon her Bocy in ceſpite ct ail theOp- 
poſition that ſhe could make, as forc'd ir. m her a great ccal 
of Blood, this Examinate crying cut to her Landlaoy, who 
was (as ſhe bclieves) out of cifiance ct hearing her. This 
Examinate told him, I will immediately Riſe and Completn to 
the Neighbours : Whereupon he took her Forcibly by the 
Arm, and thrav her down upon the Bed, being betore fit- 
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ing-uptoriſe ; and after this, Bit her like a Dog, &c.—— 
this Examinate ſaying to him, Am I to lead this Life for ever ? 
Tes, and a worſe too, ere it be long, you had beſt look to your 


ſelf, and upon theſe words he fell a-ſleep. 
Upon this Reſpite the Examinate lay 1n Torments both of 


Body and of Mind, thinking with her ſelf, What will become 
of me ? What am I toao ! Here am I 1 hreatned to be Mar. 
der'd, and I have no way in the World to Deliver my ſelf, but by 
Beginning with him ;and immediately upon theſe Thoughts, 
this Examinate ſtarted up and took one of his Garters, 
which was de Fiſcelle, or Pack-thread, put it double about 
his Neck e& /a nou4 en ſerrant de toute ſa Force, and lo tyed it, 
and drew it as hard as ſhe could, de forte quil en eftoit E. 
ftranole dans un quart & heure, ſans beaucoup de Reſiſtance, 
Inſomuch that he was Choak'd with it in a Quarter of an 
Hour, with little reſiſtance. The Body retted there till 
Monday, only this Examinate took off the Pack-thread within 
a Quarter of an Hour after his Death ; and in hopes that he 
was not yet Dead, repenting with all her Heart, that ſhe 
had been guilty of ſuch a Heinous Sin, and try'd Brandy to 
bring him to Life again. 

Upon Monday Morning, JF». 30. 1687. this Examinate 
went to the Houſe of Mo»freur ds Bois, living in the Strazd, 
tro defire him he would give leave for the Son of this Exa- 
minate to g9 home with his Mother, upon occaſion of ſpeak- 
ing with an Ez2l;þ Man, that this Examinate could not Un- 
deritand, her Son ſpeaking both Frexch and Emgliſh : the 
Youth being an Apprentice to the ſaid Dubors, and of Age, 
Thirteen Years and an halt. This Examinate took her Son 
with her home to her Lodgings, in ExpeQation of the 
Epglifhman betore ſpoken of, vw ho did not come. 

This Examinate ferched her Son on purpole ro have his 
Aſſiitance about the conveying away of her Husband's 
Body ; and this Ex-.mEare told her Son of a great Cala- 
mity that was fallei -ut ; which the Chiid was very much 
ſurprized at, and being !newed the Body, ready to fink 
down 
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down at the SpeCtacle. But this Examinate put the Boy 
to an Oath forty times over, to {ay nothing of it; and he 
{wore he would be torn in Pieces tirſt : And asked this Ex- 
aminate, Mother, What will you do? ſhift for your ſelf, 
and go out of the Land, for if you are once taken you'l ne- 
ver get off. This Informant an{wering, She had no Mo- 
ny for a Voyage, and ſhe coni4 rhink of no way better than 
to cut off the Quarters, and ciſperte the Parts in ſeveral 
Places, fo as Pcople ſhould n. know whoſe Body it was : 
Bclides, Thar ſhe her telt could carry them off, and diſ- 
pole of them much better, her Son ſaying, That he was 
afraid to meddle with the carrying of them. 

This Examinate hereupon, about Four or Five that Af. 
ternoon, having taken a Reſolution of cutting off the Quar- 
ters to make it more Portable, took a Knife, and firſt cut 
off the Head, alter that the Arms, and then the Thighs, 
and laſt the Leggs, ſome Drops of Blood coming trom the 
Neck, but very little or none at all from the reſt. 

The Quarters being cut oft by Eight in the Eyening, or 
thereabouts, this Examinate bethought her ſelf how to 
convey them away; and firſt took up the Body which 
ſhe put into a Piece of Linnen, and carricd it before her in 
her Petticoat : The Examinate paſſed through Caſtle-Street 
into Drury-Laxe, and thence into Parker's-Laxe, and fo 
among the Dung-hulls, and there left it, her Son following, 
to give notice if any Body came.

And faith, That upon Twxeſday Morning lait, Mary Potter 
( or Pottron ) the Daughter of this Examinate, came to 
this Examinates Lodgings, and in Diſcourſe ſaid ſomething 
ro this Purpoſe, What is become of Hobry, where is he ? 
Yard ſays he is gone for the Indies. This Examinate made 
Anſwer, That ſhe had not ſeen him for Four or Five Days. 
The Examinate put her Daughter oat firſt, butcame ſoon 
after to tell her the Truth of the Matter, 

And ſaith, That this Examinate, thereupon, told her 
Daughter the whole Truth of the Matter, as is reported 
above ; her {aid Daughter ready to fall down at the hearing 
of it; and tranſported with Aſtoniſhment, asking this 
Ezaminate, What they ſhould do to keep it Private ; this 
Examinate charging her to lay nothing of it ; and the 
Daughter replying ; That ine would be burned firſt, but 
that if it were any other Perſon than her Mother, ſhe would
